Present problems and future deal-
ings within the ASQUOR framework were discussed freely and in a spirit of
cooperation. CAMBISTA 2's requests for financial support seemed tempered with
moderation, as indeed is his general approach to Aperican aid. One has the
feeling that, unlike some of his emigre counterparts, his concept of collabor-
ation with Americans Is not merely a dollaraeggessing proposition, but a joint
effort based on services rendered and returned. His attitude regarding Ameri-
can personnel with which he has dealt is courteous and considerate. He doe,-
li't seem to hold American operational efficiency in contempt, which has on
occasions been the case with other individuals, and has hastened the est
some beautiful operational friendships.
